MEMORIAL AND REMONSTRANCE OF

To the Honorable General Assembly 
of the State of Rhode-Island, next to 
be holden at South Kingstown, within 
and for said State, on the last Monday 
of October, 1833.

On the Memorial of Elisha 
Mathewson and others,praying that the 
several incorporated bodies in this State 
may be cited to appear before the Gen+ 
eral Assembly to show cause, if any 
they have, whytheir several and re- 
spective charters should not be declar- 
ed forfeited and void,—Voted and re- 
solved, that the same be continued to 
the next session of the General Assem- 
bly, and that the Memorialists, at their 
own expense, cause notice of the pen- 
dency of said memorial to be given te 
the said corporations by publishing a 
copy of this vote in every newspaper 
published in this State, for at least three 
weeks successively, before the next 
session of the General Assembly.

This morning, between 1-2 past 3 and| 
1-2 past 4 o’clock, there was a war of! 
shooting stars in the north-west. For 
an hour, meteor succeeced meteor in 
such rapid succession that it was impos- 
sible to count them; at times the sky 
seemed full of them, and the earth was 
illuminated as with a morning light.— 
They shot in each direction, principally 
however from the S. E. towards the 
N. W. and four or more appeared 
lower than 25 deg. from the horizon. 
They were many thousands in num- 
ber, and as they shot from one part of 
the heavens to the other, they would 
burst like rockets, discharging balls of 
fire in all directions. The morning 
was dark, and the atmosphere clear and 
cold. Those who were so fort:nate as 
to witness the scene, describe it as 
brilliant beyond conception, and far 
surpassing the most costly artificial 
fireworks’— Transcript. 


He who had the pleasure of witness- 
ing the splendid phenomena above 
alluded to, ought to be scotched severe- 
ly for not crying fire, ringing the bells, 
and making all manner of noises to 
rouse the citizens. He was a selfish 
block-head.
